As the King, Lords and Commons have 
agreed upon the firſt to be the moſt laud-

be all of the eftabliſhed Church. 
 Prezbitarianiſm car rys all the Cakagay

Valeriſm, what ever Errors it may 
contain, -tarrys nothing in it deſtructive 
of the Peace of Society, and therefore may 
be admitted into any State, but as it Wars 
againſt human Nature even in immaterial 
indifferent As it can be of no duration.

the Kingdom come. The Parliament to 


[ eſtrain Po. 
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Popiſh Power, and {uppreſs Clans, has 
Incapacitated them from purchaſing Et- 
tates: it would be therefore too hard as 
well as imprudent to exclude them from 
the benefit of employing their Money in 
trade. But then they ſhould be cautious 
how they extend the verge of Policy, 
and by a vchement impulſe of ſelf-intereſt 
raiſe themſelves into Objetts of Proteſtant 
jealouſy, which'muſt in time inevitably 
plunge them into certain ruin. Their bold 
Monopoly of Home and Foreign trade will 
create ſuch popular Clamour, that at laſt 
they will be controuled by a Parliamen- 
tary Reſtraint : Could Men but look a 
little before them, and apprehend how in 
the Days of their Dittreſs, they will gaip 
ſor thete Comforts which they dow abulc, 
they would not thus madly defeat them- 
lelves, cut off their beſt and only reſerve, 
and with a wiſeleſs contempt caſt away 
thoſe Cordial Indulgences, which like 
Hcalth, they will perhaps only Yanp

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On my Publication of the Title of this 
Book, many well-ditpoſed Perſons yolun- 
tarily gave me an account of ſeveral Errors 
which they prayed might be confidered 
by me. The negle& of Miniſterial Dutys, 
and Miſconduct in ſome Paſtors of every 
Flack in this City, being the moſt conſi- 
derable, I will begin with the Churge a- 
gainſt them, which I think conſiſts of the 
following Articles.

ble return, and cloth Modeſiy in a rich 
Dreſs. * 
Thirdly, that they are not Curteous, and 
ſome Poſlcis falſe Gravity, Now too much 
Kigidneſs is an evil Ingredient in the 
Compoſition of a Teacher, becauſe it irigh- 
tens People from couſulting with Him. Jol 
Their tight ſbould ſome __ 152 where- J 
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Jas over Reſer vedneſs makes the brighteſt Vir- 


tue burn Dim. By keeping their Mouths 
locked, like an empty Cheſt, it looks as if 
they were afraid it ſhould be diſcovered 
that they have nothing within. And as to 
the young Dealers in Divinity, of whom 
thisCity is pretty well ſtocked, Zhey belye 
the KRegi/ter-book, Antidate their Ave, 
let their Faces in a Frame, and Plait their 
Brows into ſuch an affeſted 1adnels as 
makes Chriſtianity look uncomfortable, - 
Fourthly, That theyCateChize not in the 
Elements of Religion; which it is certain= 
ly their Duty to perform, unleſs they 
have a Flock of old Sheep, without Lambs: 
It was by this Catechizing that the Goſ- 


fel fiiſt got ground; and this neglect looks

There are but 
t:woThings, the Saxons did not think proper 
zo truſi their Kings with; for being of the 
like Paſſſous with ether Men, They might 
poſſibly abuſe them: Namely, the Power of 
changing the Laws, and the Power of raiſ- 
ing Taxes at Their "Pleaſure: From theſe| 
two Articles (prong Numberleſs Branches 
concerning the Liberty and Property of the 
Subject. Thus, The Engliſh Conſlitutiun 
conſiſts, in the ſtrie# Union of the King; 
Prerogative, With ihe Peoples Liberty.

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King James the firſt granted Letters 
Patent and Commiſons, for keeping Ale- 
houſes, and Making Gold and Silver Thread; 
which the Parliament, declared was con- 
trary to Law, and ſo revoked Them. A 
Charter was given to the Corporation of 
Dyers in London, in which was Granted 
Them, Power to ſearch & and if They 
found any Cloth dyed with Logwood, it 
ſhould be forſcited to the Corporation; 


now notwithſtanding this practice conti- 


nued ſo long, and ſeveral Perl ons ſubmit- 
ted peaceably to it, yet it ſo happened at 
laſt, that a //zbborn Man conteſted the 
Forfeiture, carryed his Caſe before, the 
Judges, and theie it was adjudged contra- 
ry to the Law of the Land, becauſe no 
Forfeiture can grow from Letters-Tatent..

King Charles 1ſt. made the 8hoemakers

Power to make By-laws. i hey made an 
Ordinance, That none ſhould uſe that Trade 
unlets He were Free of thei1Company ; & 
it any, not free, ſhould uſe it, he ſhall 
torfeit forty Shillings a Week, and be 
committed for it. Accordingly They com- 
mitted a Man for not paying the forty 
Shillings, but upon a Habeas Corpus, and 
argning the Caſe, the Commitment was ad- 
judged contrary al, and ſo the Man 
was delivered.

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All Charters and By-laws made againſt 
the Liberty of the People, as to forbid or 
reſtrain Trade, Impoſe Taxes, orBurdens, 
when the Law doth not impoſe Them, to 
hind a Mans Inheritance, to reſtrain Men 
rom 1uing in what Court They pleaſe, or 
to inhance the Prices of Commoditys, 
are Void; nor can They annex to a good 
Ordinance, a Penalty of Impriſonment, or 
forfeiture of Goods bought or fold.

tor and Preſcription time out of Mind, 


in ſome Caſes will warrant the doing of 
Things againſt common Right, as That a 
Foreigner within London ſhall not fell 
Things by Retail, tnder pain of five pounds, 
is good; But this is not good by way of 
Charter; and therefore, Citys that are In- 
cor porated within the time of Memory, 
cannot have ſuch Priviledges without 
Parliament. King Charles granted a 
Corporation in London, power to make 
By-laws, and They made One That none 
ſhould uſe the Trade, 'till He was Free 
of their Corporation, upon pain of forfeit- 
ing forty Shillings: and accordingly did 
commit a Man for refuſing to pay it, but

by the Commonality, and in the Charter 


a power's granted Them to make By- lac

Aright to a Power of this Nature, 
muſt be either derived from Cuſfom, Char- 
ter or the Law. As to the Antiquity of

can have no pretence thereto, for the Brat 
born in the year 28, is now in its ſwadling 


Cloths, and being of a ſickly Conſtitution,

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As to any Law, that can ſupport this 
Practice of Committing, It is in the Na- 
ture of the hing, contrary to a whole

Here I cant but take Notice of the 
Tempers and Maxims, of thoſe Princes, 
who granted this Charter. And this En- 
eroachment upon the Liberty ot the Sub- 
ject, and the pretended Power given in 
the Letters-Patent, ſavour ſtrongly of the 
Fountain, from whence they flow. For it 
Is well known, that this Humour of ex 
alting the Royal Prerogative above Law, 
That K. James, and then his Son Charles 
were ſo filled with, which proved the 
Source of. thoſe misfortunes, that carryed 
that unfortunate Prince to the Scaffold.

A diligent Inſpection into the behavi- 


our of Public Bakers, is no inconſidera- 
ble branch of the Dutys, and Eud of a

the Price of Wheat, carrys all that Pater- 
nal Tenderneſs in it, fo becoming a Father 
of a People. And really a neglect of This 
Duty, is not only a great Damage to the 
Poor; but a popular Com plaint of this 
kind, is always attended with this evil 
Infinuation and infamous Tack, That our 


Mayor is bribed from inſpectiou, by a Colden 


Cake. 

Having done with the City, I will now 
go into Its Courts, where I find large 
Matter for Reformation amongſt Attor- 
ne ys and Officers.

tence: For it is an highIniult to the Bench, 
in a faucy Attorney, to pretend to bully 
Juſtices into His Opinion, by ſpuming at 
Another, when Himſelf is fairly deſcated; 
and purſuing the Argument, when. the 
Caſe is made clcar, looks as if He Imagi- 
ned, that Tie could ſerve the Court, as 
ſome Men ſerve Women; talk to Them 
*till Their Heads, turn round like Geeſe, 
and when their //o7fbips looſe their Un- 
derſtanding, malec Them believe what

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They pleaſe, and ſubmit to Their Deſires. 
Now Attorneys are Drawers of Water, 
and Heuers of Wood in the Common- 
wealth of Law, and therefore They ſhould 
behave themſelves with all the Honeſty 
and Humility, that become Labourers, 
hired to work juſtly, for whoſoever has 


the unfortunate Occaſion to Fee Them. 


And here I declare again, upon the Word 
of Alexander the Copperſmith, that it I 
find theſe My Nightly Labours prove in- 
effectual, in the Reformaxion of theſe A 
buſes; over Which, Iwill hereafter have 
a watchful Eye, I. am determined to paint 
the Contemners, in a more flagitious Ha- 
biliment : So let me for the future find 
a Bench of Juſtices maintain Their Di- 
nity, and Exact Decency, and good Order.

whathants buſinets; where it is looked upon 
s trading Sacriledee, to ſpin in any Uſe, 
xcept diſcounting Notes, Mortgages, & · 
ene But Dealers in this City, by a moſt amaz- 
Theſag Intatuation, turniſh a ſet of Mex with 
the Money, to undermine them in their own 
piſt;{Duſineſs. Formerly there was an immedi- 
mi· ute intercourſe between the Citrzen and 
o be Country man, whoſe Beef or Butter, the 
nt Merchant had the ad vantage of buying 
aoutſgt the firſt hand. But now, from the Ce- 
vt ariſing from the poſſeſſion of this Mo- 
nextſey, a Banker qualifys a Butcher to buy 
and Lartle, whichhe ſlaughters tor himſelf, or 
oc ſells

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ſells to the Dealer. Thus like the Mage 
in the Nut, he deſtroys what gave hi 
Birth ; for by breaking in upon the Dez 
ters trade, The Banker digs a grave fo 
the Merchant whogave him lite. Beſide 
they have other great Adyantages : They 
know every Man's Weakneſs, It is in 
their power to Monopolize. Their Bank! 
are ſtairs, whereby They climb into the 
knowledge of the Merchants Fullneſs 0 
Mants; Thereſore, ſhould not dare to deal 
in any Staple Commoditys. In the opulent 
City of Briſtol, there is not one Banker, 
and in London they profeſs and exercit; 
a Chaſtity of Buſ/zneſs ; but in this City 
They eſpouſe two or threeH/7ves in Trade 
and to the Crime of Higamy, adds, b 
breaking in upon the Dealers property, 
the heinious Sin of Aaulte/y in Commerce, 
If a Broker in London ſhould directly or 
Indirectly, deal for himſelt, or buy any 
Goods, Wares or Merchandiges to ell x 
gain for his own herefit;, or ſhould make 
any Gain in buying or ſelling any Goods, 
over and above the Brokage, He {hall

Laws than each other, Such, Bravs's ſhould 
be ſerved like other troubleſom Puppys

The next Cuſtom J ſhall ſpeak of, is 
that deſtructive practiſe of Smug/ang, that 
makes rich Beggars, and a poor Kingdom, 
which looſes its radical Moiſture, and gets 
nothing but Sweat in Exchange. A Smug - 
ler, by quenching his own Thirſt, muddys 
the whoic Fountain of Trade, which in 
this City, more particularly, is by theſe 
Locuſts, almoſt, Ruined. That a ſet of 
poor thoughtleſs Mretches, run into it, I 


am not ſurpriſed, but that Dealers of 
Conſe- 
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Conſequence, and Men of Fortune, to 
practiſe it under the ſanction of fair Trade, 
is what calls for a peculiar puniſhment, 
for every Man's hand ſhould be againſt 
Him. It is well known the Kings Reye- 
nues muſt be paid, and if Trace produces 


not enough into the Cuſtom-houſe, the 


deficiency muſt be ſupplycd by other 
Taxcs; {> that the Suugler, not only de- 
ſtyoys the fair Trader, but robs the Land- 
ed Man, upon whom it muſt at laſt fall. 
The Intamy annexed to the Name of an 
Informer, is a conſiderable means to pro- 
tect this abominable practiſe of running 
Goods, Whereas every Patriot ſhould 
wipe off that diſgrace, by turning Lifor- 
mer, whenever it offers; and then every 
good Man's Glory would be to fave his 
Countrys Ruin, by giving Information, 
allifting Officers, ſhowing no Mercy to 
Smuglers, icizing all the Goods they can 
meet; which are the only ways to make 
all the Branches of this Wickednels i- 
ther, as They are the {ole means to pluck 
up the Noot- And as for thoſe Robbers 


that run Wool to France, They Impov- 


riſh 
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riſh the Rich and ſtarve the Poor, They 
ruin our Manufattures, and make our 
Enemies Thrive. They ſhould be cut 
down from off the face of the Earth, and 
| the whole Kingdom ſhould join to keep 
a pack of lood.Hhounds, to run down theſe 
| Wolves, whoſe Bodys ſhould be deyoured 
by Dogs, whilſt the Huntſman ſhould be

An annatural Weak Cuſtom, prevails in 
this City, in the burial of the Dead, Tu- 
nerals inſtead of being, performed in the 
Splendid munner, they generally are,

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THE 'Ofice and Power of Jurys is 
Judicial. They only are the Fudges from 
whoſe Sentence the Indicted are to expett 


Lite or Death: Upon their Integrity and 


Underſtanding the Lives of all who ate 
brought into Judgment do ultimately de- 
pend: from their Verdict there lies 
no Appeal: By finding Guilty, or not 
Guilty, they do complicately reſolve both 
Law and Fact. Judges are made by Pre- 
Togative, and many have been formerly 
prefered by Corrupt Miniſters, without 
regard to their Integrity or Skill in the 
Laws. Their Places is Honourable and 


Profitable, and their Tenure ſo precari- 


ous, viz. Durante bene placito, merely 
during pleaſure ;” they lye under great 
Temptations; and their having been ge- 


nerally accuſtomed to Fees, ſome Hands 


acquire by habit ſuch an Involuntary 


motion, that many extend them paraliti- 
| cally to Corruption. They cannot be 
' | -Challenged, and often think themſelves 


above any Action, and thence are en- 


couraged to ſtrain a point now and then. 


They are not ſworn at each particular 
„ 
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Tryal, nor never at all but once, and that 
exceeding General. I ſay all thoſe may 
poſſibly happen to Byaſs ſome particular 
Judges: But nothing of this kind can 
reaſonably happen to a Jury, who ſhould 
be Perſons of Ability, Honeſty, and In- 
differency. He muſt poſſeſs a Freedom 
, mind, as He ſtands Indifferent, and as 
He ſtands Unſworn. The Power of a 
Grand Fury extends to all offences 
throughout the County for which they 


ſerve; and their Offioe is principally con- 


cerned in Preſentments, and Indidtments. 


The firſt is when the Jury themſelves, of 


their own. Knowledge, or Enquiry, do 
take Notice of ſome Crime, Offence or 
Nuſance to the injory of the Publick, 
which they think fit ſhould be removed 
or puniſhed; and in order thereto give 
the Court notice thereof in Writing, brief- 
ly and without Form, only the Nature 
of the Thing, and the Perſons Name and 
the Place; and this is called a Preſent- 
ment, being the matter whereon to form 
an Indictment, from which a Pre/ent- 
ment differs in theſe two reſpects. Firſt 

in 
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in that it is always Originally the Act 
of the Grand Fury; and fecondly, That 
it is not yet drawn up into Form; where- 
as Indictments are commonly drawn up 
at the inſtance of ſome Proſecutor, or by 
the Order of the Court, and are brought
